Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Sisson indicated that the proposed amendment, while clarifying 
several aspects, may well raise a new issue under 35 USC 103(a) in that the claims fairly encompasses use of an 
array that comprises any number of immobilized nucleic acids. Mr. Sisson directed attention to the patent of Brennan, 
which teaches all possible oligonucleotides of a given length (10-mers). Mr. Sisson noted that by default, all of the 
nucleic acid molecules specific for differentially spliced RNA would be present. 

Mr. Armstrong indicated that he was aware of the teachings of Brennan and that he will consider distinguishing the 
claims over this potential reference .
